They are under the direction 
of local boards which are organized 
like soviets and are in open opposi­ 
tion to th e authorized heads of the 
National Trades Union. It is reported 
these ‘shop stew ards’ are receiving 
money from Lenme. 
"The executive council of th e fed­ 
eration voted yesterday to disclaim I 
any connection with the strikes ex­ 
cept the one called in the Tyne dis­ 
trict for a 47-hour week, 
which

“I have learned that the ‘shop stew­ 
ard s’ have invited the local boards of 
England, Scotland and probably Ire­ 
land to attend a congress next weak 
in Barrow-in-Furness, eighteen miles 
northw est of Lancaster, which is the 
capital of British Bolshevism.

purpose of this congress is to invite 
the ‘shop stew ard’ 
or soviet 
move­ 
m ent and draw up a 
definite agree­ 
ment. 
The ‘shop stew ards’ recently 
sent seven agitators through the dis­ 
tricts which are now erupting. It is 
believed they caused the present up 
heavals. 
“Tho men striking voted in Novem­ 
ber to accept a 47-hour week. Appar­ 
ently flushed with the success of their 
efforts, they are now independently 
trying to force a 40-hour week. 
The 
governm ent is faced with a dilemma. 
lf it deals with the strikers it means 
recognition of the independent organ­ 
ization and consequent retraction of 
the governm ent's decision 
to 
treat 
with the authorized heads of organ­ 
ized labr.” 
Abut a quarter of a million men are 
on strike in various parts of the Unit­ 
ed Kingdom.

C harlotte Perkins Gilm an, w ith her 
usual acum en and sanity, suggests a 
solution for the dom estic service prob­ 
lem in the Pictorial Review. 
“In any place of above two thousand 
inhabitants,” she says, “th ere should 
be support for at least one Cooked 
Food Service, one la u n d ry and C lean­ 
ing Service, and one Baby G arden.” 
T he cooked food service m entioned is 
not a delicatessen shop, but a labora­ 
tory w here nine or ten women prepare 
cooked food for five hundred persons, 
and have it delivered daily in contain­ 
ers w hich keep the hot things hot and 
cold things cold, to be eaten in the 
fam ily dining room. 
Such services 
are already operating successfully in a 
few tow ns. 
They offer a splendid op­ 
portunity for the girl who has received 
dom estic science training to m anage, 
assisted by women who like to cook.

even in the half of the world where it is in possession. 
The Russian elections, when they have been held, 
have gone against it, and in Germany it was beaten 
twenty to one. 
But Bolshevism does not believe in 
democracy and will not submit to majorities. 
It be­ 
hoves that the right of the propertyless to rule, and to 
destroy the institution of private property, is absolute, 
irrespective of whether the majority favor or oppose 
it. 
So it fights, to win victory where it can and to 
J lake trouble where it must, yielding to neither votes, 
law. force or argument. 


Bolshevism grows on discontent. 
The wholesale 
strikes in France and England and the scattered 
strikes in America are symptoms of a contagious lin­ 
iest which it will not do to ignore.
